Indian. Corn.—The quantity of Indian corn 
exported from this port previous to the first of 
September of this year, is estimated at 562,000 
bushels, From. Philadelphia, during the same 
period, it amounted to 105,707 bashels, and 
from New Orleans 941,589 sacks: The export 
of this article from Boston and Baltimore cach, 
was probably larger than from Philadelphia. 
The product of this country this yearis esti- 
mated by some at five hundred millions of 
bushels. The census of 1840 states the product 
of that year to have been 377,531,875 bushels. 
The news received by the steamer yesterday not 
only announces an advance in the price of this 
and other articles, but warrants the belief that 
the exports from the United States to Europe 
during the next eight months will be immense. 
Cotton, rice, tobacco, and all sorts of bread- 
stuffs, beef, pork, lard, cheese;apples, &c., will 
now be sent out.—N. Y. Eve. Post. 


Fatal Accident.—A fatal accident, which was 
the resalt of the careless use of fire arms, oc- 
curred on the north side of the river yesterday. 
A boy named Jacob Young, of German parents, 
who had»but a few days since arrived from the

Young's father deposed to the above facts, and 
that no animosity existed on the part of either 
of the beys. A coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict accordingly, of accidental death.—Chica- 
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Polygamy--fhne American Board ox 
Commissioners tor Foreign Missions, 
Had it not bee . for our somewhat protracted 
sickness, we should have noticed sooner the ac- 
tion of the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, at its late session, on the subjcetsot slave- 
ry and polygamy. The Board is one of the 
foremost benevolent institutions of this coun. 
try. It is composed of men of the highest 
standing, belonging to many of the most infla- 
ential denominations. It has long received the 
sanction and liberal support of a large portion 
of the religion and intelligence of the Union. 





It has many missions and numerous missiona- 
ries under its charge in different parts of the 
world, and so far as their operations extend, ex- 
erts a most important influence in determining 
the character of the Christianity propagated 
among the heathen. 

Now, if it adopt a wrong principle of action, 
if it be found indirectly sanctioning an immor- 
al practice at home, or tolerating any deviation 
from Christian principle in its missions, it 
does a two-fold injury—mischief to the cause 
Christianity abroad, mischief to the same cause 
in this country. So far as its influence ex- 
tends, it pervertgat once the. minds of ite Chas: / 
tian supporters, and its newly made prosclytes. 
What is this American Board? An associa- 
tion for the propagation of Christianity—not a 
half, but a whole Christianity. Doubtless, there 
are doctrines, hurd to be believed, observances 
difficult to be maintained, which a worldly 
wisdom might deem prudent not to press upon 
the Pagan mind; bat the Board, though not an 
ecclesiastical body, is bound to see to it that 
not one jot or tittle of the requirements of 
Christ’s religion be kept back, from any motive 
whatsoever. 

But what has been its course? Its missiona- 
ries in some instancc have admitted slavehold- 
ersinto their churches,and when the subject has 
been presented to the notice of the Board, that 
body, instead of disallowing their action, has 
stamped it with their approbation; condemning 
in severe terms the system of slavery, but ad- 
mitting that there may be slaveholding with- 
out sin—by this exception cjening a highway 
for slavery into the bosom of the church.— 
The tendency has been to impair the sensi- 
bility of the religious mind in this country 
upon the subje-t of slavery, to lull the con- 
science of the slaveholder, (for whatslavcholder 
will not find his case embraced within the 
exception?) and obstract the efforts of the anti, 
slavery men. 

But, not alone on this important question 
has this influential body been found’ want- 
ing. The same injurious philosophy of com- 
promise has led to similar action in regard to 
Polygamy. At its late mecting, several me- 
morials were presented, setting forth that Po- 
lygamists had been received into some of the 
American churches, and asking. that proper 
notice should be taken of this practice. 

Mr. Green attempted to obviate the foree 
of the statements made in the memorials, but 
his own admissions are all sufficient-to prove 
that the conductof the Prudential Committee 
had been reprehensible. 

He said that some ten or twelve years ago, 
a communication was received from the mis- 
sionaries at one of the Cherokee stations, sta- 
ting that an old man who had two wives both 
greatly attached to him had become converted, 
and had applied for admission into the Church. 
In doubt what to do, they asked advice. The 
Prudential Committee replied, that they had 
the New Testament in their hands, and must 
decide for themselves. Whether the old man 
was ever admitted, Mr. Green did not know. 

A similar case o¢curred at one of the New 
York stations; similar instructions were given; 
what the result was Mr. Green did not know. 
In another instance, the missionarics of some 
four or five different socicties, (including the 
missionaries of the Board,) had a meeting in 
the Tamil country, where this question was 
discussed. Opinions were various. Some of 
the missionaries held that where u munulready 
married to two wives, gave evidence of con- 
version and applied for admission into the 
church, they did not know of any scriptural 
ground for deciding against him. 

In the Choctaw mission, an old man, with 
two wives, was received into the church, and 
continued in it antil he died.in 1832. 

Such cases, said Mr. Greene, are not very 
likely to occur, “but when they do, it is 
the opinion of the Committee that the de- 
cision ought to be left to the missionaries, 
who with the New Testament in their hands 
are the persons upon whom the responsibility 
of the action rests. The Committee ‘have 
never decided upon the abstract question, and 
it is neither wise nor proper for them to do so.” 
Mr. Greene did not deny that Dr. Anderson, 
one of the secretaries of the Board, had pub- 
licly declared at a meeting in Bangor, Me., that 
polygamy did not constitute a scriptural 
ground for excluding an applicant for admis- 
sion into the church. 

. Such were the facts which were disclosed to 
the Board. One polygamist at least had been 
admitted—the probability was that this wag 
nota solitary case. Several missionaries, with 
one of the secretaries of the Board had expres- 
sed the opinion, that it was not unscriptural 
to reccive polygamists, The Pradential Com- 
mittee had -been applied to for instructions, 
but it refused to give any, devolving the entire 
responsibility, of determining the question, 
upon the missionaries, The inference was in. 
evitable—-the Prudehtial Committee, and 
throagh it the American Board, and all the 
denominations of Christendom sustaining it, 
had beeome implicated to a vertain extent in 
the support of a practice among heathen, 
which in some of the States of this Union, is 
panished asa felony ! 

The memorisls on this subject, as well as on 
the slavery question, were referred to a com 
mittee consisting of Chancellor. Walworth, 
Drs. Robinson and Stowe, Hon. Edward Parker 
and Hon. Linus Childs: In relation to slavery, 
the committee reported that nothing had occur., 
red during the year to warrant a departure 
from the principles of ‘the eluborate report, 
sanctioned for two successive years by the 
Board. The report so faras it relates to Polyg- 
amy, we shall publish to-morrow, with -suit- 
able comments. 


The American Board of Commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions—Polygamy. 

The Committee appointed by the Board on 
the memorials in relation to Polygamy, jin 


their report, say— 

“In reference to the supposed existence of 
cases of Polygamy in our mission churches, 
and the erroneous supposition that the same 
has been sanctioned by this Board or its officers, 
your Committee state that’ neither the Board 
nor its Pradential Committee have taken any 
action, or even expressed ‘an opinion in favor 
of receiving a polygamist itito # charch under 
the care of any of our missionaries.” 


We know not how this may seem to others, 
bat we can regard it as nothing else than eva: 
sion. Certainly, neither the Board nor the 
Pradential Committee took any action, or ex 
pressed any opinion in favor of receiving a 
Polygamist into the mission church:s; but, 
when the question was presented to them ‘for 
decision, they refused to express any opinion 





at all, though they knew that a Polygamist 
had been so received, and that some of their 
missionaries were opposed to making Polyga- 
my a bar 1o communion. If this was not vir- 
tually s:nctioning Polygamy, we know not 
how a sanction could be given to any practice. 
Had the question concerned baptism or the 
keeping of the Sabbath, and had the Pruden- 
tial Committee and Board pursued a similar 
course, no one would have had any difficulty in 
pronouncing upon its character. 

The Committee then after a brief statement 
of the cases, brought to the notice of the Board 
by the memorialists, close as follows: 

“This, as far as your Committee have any 
definite information, is the only person having 
more than one wife who has ever been received 
into our mission churches. And they have no 
reason to suppose that any person in that situ- 
ation is now in connection with those churches. 
{Upon the general question of polygamy, as be- 
ing entirely inconsistent with the, Christian 
character, your Committee presume there, can 
be no difference of opinion among the mem- 
bers of the.Board and its numerous friends. ] 
The principles upon which our missionaries 
are expected to act in dealing with questions 
of this natare were fully stated in the report 
of 1845, to whichyyoar Committee have before 
referred. And they think this Board may'con-’ 
fide in the piety, learning, and sound judg- 
ment of its missionaries abroad, and in their 
general competency to decide upon Scriptural 
grounds all such questions, and others of a sim- 
ilar character which may arise in the course of 
their labors, withont requiring its Prudential 
Committee to assume the very questionable 
; ower of ecclesiastical dictation, which might 
be considered as an infringement of the reli- 
gious liberty of the ministers and members of 
mission churches. Your Committce, therefore, 
see nothing in the subject of these memorials 
requiring the further action of the Bourd at 
this time.” 

It is clear that this special committee thought 
the policy of the Prudential Committee so 
wise, that it was worthy of imitation. They 
express but a single opinion, and that in terms 
30 vague and loose, as to allow the greatest lat- 
itude of action. “Upon the general question of 
polygamy,” they say, “as being entirely incon- 
sistent with Christian character, your Commit- 
tee presume there can be no difference of opin- 
ion among the members of the Bourd, and its 
numerous friends.” That is to say—(and the 
context bears us out inthis interpretation—) 
as a general rule, polygamy is evidence of an- 
christian character, but there may be excep- 
tional cases, in which the polygamist is guilt- 
less, and these are to be left to the discretion of 
the missionaries! ‘The report means this, or it 
means nothing. 

No wonder it was received with evident 
symptoms of general dissatisfaction. After 
some discussion, the subject was referred back 
to the Committee, which at length reported the 
following amendment to the original report:— 

“The Final Report.—The principals upon 
which our missionaries are expected to act in 
dealing with questions of this nature, (viz: po- 
lygamy,) were fully stated in the report of 1845, 
to which your Committee before referred. It is 
unnecessary to say that this Board, and its mis- 
sionaries and pastors, unite in the sentiment of 
all who bear the Christian name, that the prac- 
tice of polygamy is hostile to the interests of 
the human race, and diametrically opposed to 
the spirit of the Christian religion. Nor can 
there be any difference of opinion among Chris- 
lians as tothe absolate propriety, under any 
circumstances, of permitting church members 
to marry a second wife during the life of the 
first, except in cases of legal divorce. And in 
respect to converts from heathenism in a state 
of polygamy, this Board expect ite missiona- 
ries, in considering the question of admission 
to the church to carry out the principles of the 
gospel in their full extent. Ifany such cases 
should arise, your Committee think this Board 
may confide in the piety, learning and sound 
judgment of its missionaries abroad, and in theit 
general competency to decide upon Scriptural 
groundsall such questions, and others of a sim- 
ilar character which may arise in the course of 
their labors, without requiring its Pradentia! 
Committee to assume the very questionable 
power of ecclesiastical dictation, which might 
be considered us an infringement of the reli- 
gious liberty of the ministers and members of 
mission churches. Your Committee, therelore, 
see nothing in the subject of these memorials 
requiring the further action of the Board at this 
time. 

“This was passed nem. con.” 


The principles of the report to which they 
refer, so far us we understand them, are these: 

Tiere are moral evils or immoralitics estab 
lished by the laws of the State, which may be 
termed organic sins. Slavery isa sin of this 
kind, and necessarily involves the State in 
guilt. But, there may be individuals connected 
with the organie sin, in such cireamstances as 
to relieve them, from guilt; in other words, slave- 
ry is always an organic sin, but slaveholding is 
not always an individual sin. And the same 
reasoning, if we understand the Board aught, 
is to be applied to the case of polygamy. 

Accordingly, the Board in adopting the final 
report, affirm solemnly that the practice of 
polygamy isa great wrong—that it is improper 
under any circumstances to permit a church 
member to marry a second wife during the life 
of the first, except in cases of legal divoree— 
but they cautiously refrain from laying down 
any explicit rule in relation to converts from 
heathenism, applying for admission to chureh- 
membership! They sanction by their action 
the policy of the Prudential Committee, and 
impose upon the missionaries the exclusive re- 
sponsibility of deciding in all such cases—and 
this too, in view of the fact, that at least one 
polygamist had been admitted, at one of the 
stations under their care, and that several 
missionaries hud «vowed the opinion that po- 
lygamy was no sufficient ground for excluding 
canverts seeking church-membership ! 

Will the enlightened, Christi le of 
this country sustain action so time-serving and 
compromising” a ’ tue, the ‘Board af- 
fect to be animated by a very delicate regard 
for the religious liberty of its missionaries and 
mission chureh@s “but -the report they have 
adopted furnishes proof that this is not the 
trae motive of their action. For, they lay 
down explicitly the rule, although expressed in 
the form 6f an opinion, that persons already 
members of churches, ought not to be suffered 
to become polygamists. Now, we should Jike 
to know what right the Board or Pradential 
Committee have to institute any such rule, if 
they have not the right to say that persons al- 
ready polygamists ought not to be admitted 
into the church! If it bean assumption of 
the power of ecclesiastical dictation to say that 
the application of polygamists for church-mem- 
bership should be rejected, then it is an as- 
sumption of the same power, to say. that 
church-members becoming polygamists, should 
beexcluded. But, if they may without inter- 
ference with the religious liberty of missiona- 
ries and mission churches, take the latter posi- 
tion, then, without any impropricty, they may 
take the former. 

No—one false step leads to another. When 
once a wrong Principle is adopted, no one can 
foresee all the evil with which it is pregnant. 
The Board by the report adopted at two succes- 
sive annual meetings, adopted certain princi- 
ples in relation to slaveholding, and they now 
feel that they must violate them, and thus re- 
trace their steps in regard to that evil, or, treat 
Polygamy in the same way! They have 
chosen to be consistent, but their consistency 
igthat of wrong-doing ‘hey stand commit- 
ted, in the sight of the world, as virtually

fuse to admit into their communion, those who 
do not assent to this doctrine. But, do they 
thereby intend to question the Christian charac- 
ter of all dessentients? Do they thereby as- 
sume that the Friend, for example, may not bea 
genuine Christian? Not at all, They simply 
act out their own convictions of what isright. 
What right then have Slaveholders or Polyga- 
nists to complain, on being excluded from 
churches which hold that slavery and polyga- 
my ar2 at war with the principles of Christi- 
anity?) These churches act out their own 
principles—they legislate for their principles, 
and not for the exceptions tothem. They do not 
pretend lo say. that there may not be slavehold. 
ers Who are real Christians, but the practice of 
which they are guilty, they deem unchristian, 
and for this reason they exclude them, just as 
they would exclude a person who would not 
submit to teh sacrament. 

The Parties, 
The Parties are beginning™to feel about for 
their Presidentiakieandidates® “The regards of 
the older portions of the Whig Party seem to 
be concentrating gradually on Jopce McLean, 
Mr. Clayton of Delaware has publicly. an- 
nounced his intention not to suffer his name to 
be used in the canvass.

And he has this adwan- 
tage in his favor—all the other prominent men 
of his party have rendered themselves more or 
less odious to some section of “the Democracy.”

Women and American Children; the Causes 
and the Remedy.” The great, evil. insisted, 
upon is, a bad or imperfect education; and the 
causes which operate to the disadvantage. of 
American women are specified as follows: “1. 
CTT iY 6% Py rad to: j 
The principle of caste arrayed against health- 
fuland productive labor; 2. The excess of Fe- 
male Population in the older states; 3. The ab- 
sence of any Profession for Women of educa- 
tion and high position, which, like law, medi- 
cine and theology,opens the way to competence, 
influence and honor, and presents motives, to 
exertion ; 4. ''he contempt, neglect, or utter 
indifference which has befallen the noble pro- 
fession of Teaching.” 
Miss Beecuer assumes that it is in the power 
of American Women to counteract all these 
causes, and remedy the peculiar evils to which 
they ure subjected. Atl that is needed is a 
plan, or system of organized effort; and the 
germ of this plan is to be found in “the Cen- 
tral Committee for Promoting National Educa- 
tion,” established in Cincinnati, The system 
is thus explained by Miss Bexcner: 
“The plan is, to begin on a small seale, and 
to take women already qualified intellectually 
tv teach, and p d of mi ry zeal and 
benevolence, and, after some farther training, 
to send them ta the most ignorant portions of 
our land, to raise up, schools, to instrnet in 
morals and piety, and to teach the domestic 
arts and virtues. ‘The commencement of ‘this 
enterprise, until we gain confidence by experi- 
ment and experience, will be as the opening of 
a very small sluice. But so great is the nuin- 
ber of educated and unemployed women at the 
Kast, and so great the necessity for teachers at 
the West, that so soon as the stream begins to 
move, it will grow wider and deeper and stron- 
ger, till it becomes as the river of life, carrying 
health and verdure to every part of our land. 
“It is the design of those who:are conducting 
this enterprise to begin locating . missionary 
teachers, as soon as funds are furnished that 
will suttice to put“our agencies into operation. 
We have a large nunrber of well: qualified 
teachers waiting to enter this service—far more 
than we have means to employ—and they are 
women of excellent piety, discretion, energy, 
and self-denying zeal. Tt is edlenlated that, on 
an average, one handred dollars contributed 
will enable us to locate one such teacher; dn 
‘some cases a larger sum will be required, and 
in others a smaller will suffice; but this will be 
about the average. They chief expense in this 
enterprise will be the employment of agents to} 
go to the destitute places,to make arrangements 
for the teachers and to aid them in cominenc- 
ing their labors; for we do not in any case de 
sign to send a woman alone of such an enter- 
prise. We design that she shall have ‘a saita- 
ble escort to her field of labor,a suitable, home 
provided, a school-room and_ its arpitute pre- 
pared, and all proper arrangements made for her 
comfort and success; and we especially intend 
that she, shall, in every department, ‘be thor- 
oughly prepared for her duties and trials... As 
soon as each teacheris stationed, she w. 
metite a correspondence with, the indiy 
association who furnished ‘funds’ 
aiding her, and repeat her) comm 
them as often as is desirable” pug) 4! iy 
We learn by the article;in the Tribyng that 
the execution of this plan hag been delayed tor 
the want of a snitable person to act as Secreta- 
ry and General Agent; bat this want , hag. at, 
length been supplied,Guvernor Slade having sigy:

The Case of Kidnapping in Soston, 
The case of the fugitive from Louisiana, 
carried off by force from Boston, without war- 
rant er form of law, by Captain Hannum of the 
bark Niagara, was made the occasion of a meet- 
ing of the citizens without distinction of party 
in Faneuil Hall... The venerable John Quiney 
Adams presided. On taking the chuir, he ad- 
dressed the meeting as follows:

An event has now taken place similar to that 
which, at that time, brought us together, and I 
have complied with a request to come from my 
residence in a neighboring town, to preside 
over your deliberations on that important event. 
“The state of my health and the feebleness 
of my voice, will not preety pers one in 
ten to hear what-T inay say. “Phis-wasa’ great 
objection in my mind to my coming, and noth- 
ing less than the importance and the similari- 
ty of circumstances, could have overcome that 
objection. 1 recollect the former occasion well: 
certain seamen had been tal.en out of an Ameri- 
can frigate by, the men of a British man-of-war, 
anda similar meeting was called, not only of the 
inhabitants of Boston, but of the people of the 
neighboring towns. ‘I'he venerable Elbridge Ger- 
ry, of whom you haveall heard,one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, was sent for 
tocome froin his residence in Cambridge, to 
preside. He came, and apologizing for his age 
und infirmities, which should have kept him at 
home, he said that the event was of such a na- 
tare that if he had but one day more to live he 
would have come. On that same principle | 
how appear before you. The state of my health 
and infirmities, are: such as would have pre- 
vented me on any other oceasion than this, 
fromMeaving my house. What that occasion*is 
will be explained to you by the gentlemen who 
called this meeting, and it is not necessary for 
me to enlarge opon it.)

of-such persons by the compctent, tribuual, is 
an insult to the dignity of the sovereign pow- 
er, and uw violation, a3 well of the rights of the 
government, as of the immediate victim of the 
outrage. tur 

“Resolved, ‘That the spirit of justice and 
freedom will be dead amongst us, when an in- 
jury done to the least ‘individual shall cease to 
be felt asa wrong to the whole community.” 
A large committee of vigilance. was appoint- 
ed to take all needful measures to secure the}, 
protection of the laws te all persons whe may. 
hereafter be in danger of abduction frogs, the 
commonwealth.

Miss C. E. Bercner in her pamphlet on the 
evils suffered by American Women, mentions 
as oneof the causes operating to their <isad- 
vantage, “the Principle of Caste arrayed against 
healthful and productive labor,” 
trates it in this way:—

“To understand the power of the principle, 
see what sacrifices men and women make, and 
what toils they endure, to save themselves 
from whatever sinks them in station and esti- 
mation. And this is a principle which is equal- 
ly powerful in high and low, rich and poor. ‘l'o 
observe how it bears against healthful and pro- 
ductive labor, let zny woman, who esteems her- 
self in the higher grades of society, put the case 
as her own, and imagine that herson, or broth- 
er, is about to marry a young lady, whose char- 
acter and education are every way lovely and 
unexceptionable, but who, it appears, is a 
seamstress, or a nurse, or a domestic, and how 
few are there, who will not be conscious of the 
opposing principle of caste. But suppose the 
young lady to be one, who has been earning her 
livelihood by writing poetry and love stories, 
or who has lived all her days in utter idleness, 
and how suddenly the feelings are changed ! 
Now, all the comfort and happiness of society 
depend upon having that work properiy per- 
formed, which is done by nurses, seamstresses, 
chambermaids, and cooks; and so long as this 
kind of work is held to be so degrading, and 
those who perform it are allowed to grow up 
ignorant and vulgar, and then are held down 
by the prejudices of caste, every woman will 
use the greatest efforts, and undergo the great- 
est privations to escape from the degraded and 
discreditable position. And this state of soci- 
jety is now, by the natural course of things, 
| bringing a just retribution on the classes who 
| cherish it. Domestics are forsaking the kitch- 

en, and thronging to the workshop and inanu- 

| factory,and mainly under the influence of the 
principle of caste; while the family state suf- 
fers keenly from the loss.” 

We hardiy know whether this Principle

There is a cruel disposition to make 
them feel their inferiority: a heartless indiffe- 
rence is manifested towards their wants: and 
should they seek sympathy from their employ- 
ers, or evince an inclination to elevate them- 
selves in any way, they may calculate upon a 
prompt and feowning repulse. Finally, the 
fact that in one half of the country, the station 
they occupy, is filled by slaves, inflicts upon 
them incalculable. injary. It attaches to the 
station of a domestic, all those ideas of servili- 
ty, ignorance, bratishness, which are associat- 
ed in public estimation with the condition of 
slavery. How can American women help re- 
volting at such a position? Women from 
abroad settling among us, ignorant of this state 
of things, cheerfully engage in domestic ser- 
vice, but, in a few years, their eyes are opened, 
and they then are as anxious, as native-born 
females, to escape from such a position,

The Morality of the Press, 

“If there be one, vice. more unpardonable than 
another, it is that of systematic falsehood on 
the part of the conductor of a public press. In 
every condition of life, the person who will de- 
liberately utter falsehoods is very properly con- 
sidered worthless. Lying is a vice so utterly 
degrading, that in all ages and in all states of 
society, universal cotitempt and odium has 
been the portion of him who practises it—not 
only because of the mischief and injury result— 
ing from its practice, but because it 1s the 
meanest and € ‘of alt the vices to 
which poor human nature is subject. Trath, 
consequently, has ever becn considered the first 
requisite in the character of a gentleman; and 
there is no instance on record of an officer of 
the Army or Navy being convicted of falschood 
who was permitted to remain in service. The 
law of the land declares that an officer guilty 
of conduct unbecoming a gentleman, shall be 
cashiered; and, by universal consent, a false- 
hood is considered a crime within the meaning 
of the law, and punished both in the British and 
American service by degradation. So utterly 
disgraceful has falsehood been considered in all 
ages, that since the introduction of duelling, 
the charge of falsehood has ever been deemed 
abundant cause for a resort to an appeal to 
arms, because, if true, the party accused ceares 
to be considered worthy the association of gen- 
tlemen., And the same spirit is apparent in 
the fact that among boys of every class, and 
rowdies of every color, the lieis always consid- 
ered good cause for a fight. . 

“Li, then, by universal consent, falsehood ima 
private individual is considered so disgracefut 
and. degrading, how much more unpardonable 
is it in the conductor of a public press—who 
not only disgraces himself, but seeks, by false- 
hood, to do injury toa third party and mislea 
the public?”—N: Y. Cour. and Enq. 

Some of the newspapers in republishing this 
paragraph, entitle it “Fine Sentiments.” Their 
standard of ‘fine sentiments” must be alto- 
gether sublime! Let us see. Lying isa very 
ungentlemanly practice. It is not allowed in 
the Army or Navy. In the British and Amer- 
ican service, it is. punished by cashiering. The 
charge of lying is also considered sufficient 
cause for a ducl among gentlemen, and abun- 
dant cause for w fight among boys and rowdies. 
How unpardonable, therefore, is the practice 
in the conductor of a Public Journal! If any- 
body fail to appreciate the grandeur of this ar- 
gum¢ptation, he must be very stupid. 

There are a few trifling considerations which 
the Courier and Enquirer overlooked. T'ruth 
is a part of God’s nature—the pillar of his Gov- 
ernment—the law of the universe—the neces- 
sary condition to all stability and progress in 
the moral and physical worlds. Falsehood is 
its direct antagonist—so that the Liar isa rebel 
against God, a complete anarchist, a foe to all 
intelligences, a child of the Devil, who was a 
Liar from the beginning. 

To say the least, we think these are as forci- 
ble reasons against lying, as the fact that it is 
punished. by cashiering, in the British and 
American military service!

2. The Lie of Misrepresentation:—When an 
editor garbles the arguments of an adversary, 
so as to present to his readers imperfect or per- 
verted views of them. 

3. The Lie of Omission:—When an editor, 
for the purpose of accomplishing a particular 
purpose, states but part of the Truth, or a pub- 
lisher,that he may secure a good run fora work, 
omits certain parts which he deems obnoxions, 
leaving the impression that the work is entire. 

4. The Lie of Curelessness:—-When an edi- 
tor, without thought or examination, repub- 
lishes an injurious report concerning any per- 
son, Which subsequently turns out to be false. 

5. The Lie of cowardly or interested Com- 
placency:—When an editor glorifies the dead, 
who, while living, was distinguished by his vi- 
ces; or extols a public performance which in 
his heart he despises or regards with indiffer- 
ence; or praises a book which he has never read, 
or, having read, secretly condemns'as worthless. 

6. The Lie of Party: —When an editor fails 
to denounce in his own Party, what he abhors 
in another; when he strives to conceal in his 
own Party what he is anxious to. expose it 
another; when for the sake of Party-union’ he 
supports or winks at measures repugnant to his 
sense of right, or sustains candidates, for office, 
whom he believes to be dishonest, or incapable. 

Blessed be the man who can lay his hand 
upon his heart,and say, “of none of these kinds 
of lying have I ever been guilty”! 


Eugene Sue and his Works, 
The Philadelphia Saturday Evening Post 
contains a letter addressed by some correspon- 
dent to the Harpers of New York, severely 
censuring them for republishing such works as 
the Mysteries of Paris, Martin, the Foundling, 
&e. He is horror-stricken at the’ immorality, 
especially the licentiousness, of such prodac- 
tions, We have little sympathy with that 
sickly virtue which is afraid of being contami- 
nated by pictures of vice. There are novels 
which seem written for no other purpose than 
to debauch the imagination, and aggravate sen- 
sualism; and among these we rank Bulwer’s 
Faulkland. That isa detestable novel, and it 
stamps the author of it as a gross sensualist. 
But, we can discover no such purpose in the 
Mysteries of Paris, the Wandering Jew, or 
Martin, the Foundling, so faras the latter work 
is republished. ‘The first-named work abounds 
in pictures of dreadful immorality, but so col- 
ored as to make Vice abhorrent, rather than 
uttractive. The same may be said of “the 
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We should like him better, 
boldness and fidelity to nature, were tempered 
with more delicacy and reserve of expression.

“Dr. Arnold distinguished as a writer, and

There are pub- 
lications enough to excite the people to politi- 
cal reform; my object is moral and intellectual 
reform, which will be sure enough to work out 
political reform in the best way; and my writing 
on politics would have for its end, not the for- 


fying enlightened, sobering. and in one word, 
hristianizing news, notions and feelings on po- 
litical matters, that from the improved tree may 
come hereafter a better fruit.’” 

With all respect for Dr. Arnold, we cannot 
but think that his scheme is an imperfect one. 
Moral and intellectual reformation wil work 
no essential change in politics, unless it be 
brought to bear upon specific political meas- 
ures. The history of the politics of this coun- 
try will serve to convince any one that nothing 
is easier than to divorce Political Life from 
all Moral Principle—that men of high intelli- 
gence and rare uprightness in the ordinary re- 
lations of the individual, are often found co- 
operating with the most corrupt political asso- 
ciates, in the support of the most unsuitable 
candidates for office. Moral and intellectual 
reform will work out no political reform, unless 
ussociuted with specific political measures.— 
The great mass of mankind are not to be reno- 
vated by abstractions. A political newspaper 
to be at all effective, must advocate political 
measures; nor can we see how such ~fdvoracy 
is incompatible with the*fnaintenance of the 
most rigid Christian Principles. An editor 
may bend his energies to the promulgation of 
the doctrines of Free Trade or Anti-Slavery, and 
do it in such a way as to soothe, rather than 
irritate; to sober, enlighten, and Christianize 
politics. ¢ 





The Black Laws and the Parties, 

The Black Laws of this State, in the estima- 
tion of every intelligent, honorable and right- 
minded man, are entircly gratuitous, and utter- 
ly mean and inhuman. 

They deprive a colored inan of his oath ina 
court of justice, where one of the parties is a 
white person—thus exposing him to the most 
infernal aggressions, and provoking them; be- 
sides defeating the ends of justice in many 
cases where the interests of the white popula- 
tion alone are at stake. 

They require from him bonds and security 
to a large amount, us a condition to his settle- 
ment in the State, and impose a heavy fine up- 
on any white person employing him, if he has 
failed to comply with sucha requisition. These 
laws, for the most part, are totally inoperative, 
and “re kept upon the statute book, solely to 
gratify a base and dastardly prejudice against 
the colored people. 

They exclude him moreover from all the bene- 
fits of the Common School fund, although this 
fund is made up in large part of the proceeds 
of donations by Congress, bestowed expressly in 
so many words, for the education of the poor of 
of every class, of whatever grade, without any 
distinction whatsoever. The State in tolera- 
ting such laws, violate good faith towards the 
United States, and cruelly tramples upon the 
rights of the weakest of the weak. 

* Now, what is the attitude presented by the 
two political parties in relation to these laws? 

Mr. Bebb, at first, was bold in denouncing 
them, in general terms. As the canvass ad- 
vanced, “the Democracy”—aye, the all-glorious 
“Democracy,” champions par-eminence of equal 
rights, and exact justice, and generous senti- 
ments—began to see that by raising a mad-dog 
ery against him, they could arouse the malig- 
nant passions of “the baser sort,” and make 
them minister to their success—and they did 
it.

Sam Hovston anp His Rervauic, {By C. Epwarps 
LesreR.

Like biographer, like hero. We have seldom 
read a work in which there was so adinirable 
an adaptation of an author to his subject. One 
is an adventurer in the republic of Letters; the 
other, in the republic of Texas, Both are great 
men in their own estimation; both have won 
more notoriety than reputation; neither is 
troubled with a fastidious morality, or an ex- 
travagant love of truth. Lester’s “Word to the 
Reader,” is a master-piece of egotism and folly. 
“I have lived,” he says, “to seé unmeasured 
calumny p‘iugred on the head of ‘an heroic Man, 
who struck the fetters from his bleeding coun- 
try on the field, and preserved hier by his coun- 
sels in the Cabinet. ‘AndI have lived to do 
justice to that Man and those People, by as- 
serting the Truth.” 

He has lived to assert a great deal about 
“Sam Houston,” but whether it be truth or not, 
is an entirely different matter. 

C. Eowarns Lesrer has a liquorish eye to 
posterity; he thinks he is cut out for immortal- 
ity! “I aim no man’s partizan, or eulogist,” 
says he, “but I dare tell the truth to the men of 
my own times, and leave the men of other 
times to take care of iny reputation.” 

He need give himself no uneasiness: there 
will be none of his reputation left to be taken 
care of, by the time he has finished this mortal 
life. He has the impudence to say he is no 
man’s evlogist—but this biography of Sam 
Houston‘ is-so stuffed with sickening culogy, 
that even the robust stomach of that “gigan- 
tic” hero, as C, Edwards Lester delights to call 
him, cannot but be turned by it. 

We need not say that the work. is fulsome 
and flat. As a pretty fuir specimen of the 
grandiloquent style affected by the author, we 
insert a single passage ; 

“So, too, there are days in the lives of na- 
tions w'ien fortune loves to suspend the glory 
of a people upon a single hour—when they are 
called on to decide what their future history 
shall be—whether their banners shall float over 
new empires, extending their liberty, laws and

There, reader, stop and take breath—you 
have got through just one-half of the sentence, 
and now tell us what it means. What remark- 
able “banners” those must be!-—floating over 
new empires; extending civilization; crushing 
old structures; breaking arms; and melting away 
rottenness, “to eraancipate whole peoples”!

“Or, whether the wheels of their national 
greatness, like the sun of Joshua, shall stand 
still in mid-heaven, and the solemn proclama- 
tion go forth that they have reached the far- 
thest limits of their civilization—that the race 
of their daring young men js suddenly arrest- 
ed—that there shall be no new field for untrod- 
den adventure and lofty achievement—that 
the world, and even despotism itself,” |that is 
to say, that the whole, and even a part itself,] 
“may roll its wheels of conquest up to their 
frontier borders, and enlarge the empire of 
tyranny and superstition at its will, for they 
have done their work” !

es, organized by them, as examples to the min. 
isters of the Holy Son of God to the end of 
time, Appeals are made to eminent divines, 
to Doctors Chalmers, Cunningham and Chan. 
dlers, and a host of D. D’s., for the purpose of 
giving slaveholding the appearance of a good 
old practice. . 
All this has the sad effect of striking out 
from the view of community the startling fact 
that millions of human beings, in this gospel 
land, have been not only chattelized, but heathen- 
ized. Hear the language of the Synod of South 
ee and Georgia, and then judge for your- 
self. 

“Who would credit it,” say the Seed, “that 
in these years of revival and benevolent effort, 
in this christian republic, there are over two 
millions of human beings in the condition of 
heathen, and, in some respect, in a worse con- 
dition. From long continued and close obser- 
vation, we belicve that their moral and reli- 
gious condition is such, that they may justly 
be considered the heathen of this christian coun- 
try, and will bear comparison with heathen ia 
any country in the world, .. We imay 
now enquire if they enjoy the privileges of the 
gospel in their own houses, or on our planta- 
tions.

And who 
has made these heathen in this enlightened 
country? The Presbyterian church had

Slaveholding and ignorance always must be 
inseparable. it puts out the “mind’s eye” of 
the slave, crushes his intellect, and de troy his 
moral sense. The word of God, the key of 
knowledge is taken from him. But not only 
is the slave placed in a state of mournful degra- 
dation, the cffects of slavery are unspeakably 
dreadful on the master and his family. In the 
master it cultivates a haughty, angry, and ty- 
rannical disposition; and his children soon 
catch the same spirit, and learn to imitate the 
example so constantly before their eyes.

The Panther, 

The Peoria Register, a paper which frequent- 
ly instructs and amuses us with anecdotes con- 
nected with the settlement of the Western 
country, furnishes us with the following sketch, 
which it says was related by a gentleman of 
great respectability, living near the spot where 
the circumstances occurred: 

In the latter part of that bloody tragedy, 
which spread dismay throughout this part of 
the State, there were about nine hundred In- 
dians encamped on the Illinois river, opposite 
to the present town site of De Salle, composed 
principally of the !roquois tribe. They had 
always maintained a friendly intercourse with 
the whites in the vicinity, and had manifested 
a great partiality for one in particular. This 
was “Old Myers,” a perfect prototype of Cocn- 
er’s trapper. ThisState was the fifth in which 
he had erected his hut in advance of a white 
population. He had of course acquired more 
of the habits of the Indian than of civilized 
men, and was familiarly known among them as 
“The Panther”—ua title which he had acquired 
from them, by a daring exploit in killing an 
animal of that name, when leading them in one 
of their wild hunts. At the period referred to, 
these Indians rallied under the Black Hawk 
standard, and were committing many depreda+ 
tions upon the settlers in the vicinity. When 
repulsed, they did not hesitate to murder their 
former friends and companions. About the 
cabin of the Panther, nearly a hundred settlers 
had come in for the safety of their wives and 
children placing them under his protection.— 
But among the victims of savage barbarity, 
there happened to be a brother-in-law of the 
Panther, with his wife and three children.— 
Here they committed an unpardonable outrage 
upon the family of their ancient friend and 
demi-savage. When the sad tidings of their 
cruel fate had reached the garrison, the Panther 
was seen clothing himself in battle array.— 
With his rifle, his tomahawk, and scalping- 
knife, in open day, he silently bent his way to 
the Indian quarters, about one mile d stant. 
Fearlessly he marched into the midst of the 
savage band, levelled his rifle at the head chief 
present, and deliberately killed him on the spot. 
He then severed the lifeless head from the 
trunk, and held it up by the hair before the 
awe-struck multitude, exclaiming, “You have 
murdered my brother, his wife, and their three 
little ones, and now I have killed your chief. 
1 am now even with you; but,” he added, “eve- 
ry one of you that is found here to-morrow 
morning at sunrise is a dead Indian.” All this 
was accomplished by the Panther without 
the least molestation. They knew that he 
would take vengeance for their deed of blood— 
and silently acknowledged the justice of the 
daring act. He then bore off the head in tri- 
umph.to his cabin. The next morning not an 
Indian could be found in allt egion. ‘They 
left forever their homes and their dead, and 
that part of the State has not been molested 
by. them since. 

A few. weeks since, this ‘veteran of eight 

winters sold his claim, and, caparisoned wit 

the same hunting-shirt and weapons which he 
wore when he killed the chief, stagted for Mis- 
souri. After traveling a few rods, he returned 
and asked permission to give his “ yell.” 
The gentleman to whom he had 1 the land, 
giving the assent, he gave a long, loud, and 
shrill whoop, that made the welkin ring for 
miles around. “Now,” said he, “my blessing is 
on the land and on you; your ground will al- 
ways yield an abundance, and you will always 
prosper.” Again he took up his march for a 
new home in the wilderness, where he could 
enjoy the happiness of solitude, undisturbed by

In the essay to which we are now referring, Miss 
Fuller expatiates at large on the formation of a 
“National Literature.” She does not think 
we have much of it yet.~ “Books which imitate 
or represent the thoughts and life of Europe 
do not constitute an American Literature.”— 
But she looks forward tothe time when “this 
nation shall attain sufficient moral and intellec- 
tual dignity to prize moral and intellectual, no 
less highly than political, freedom:’—then

original forms;” ana “without such ideas,” she 
thinks, “all attemp‘s to construct a national 
literature must end in abortion.”

Ifthe gay, the prosperous, and the flat- 
tered find it pleasant to be loved, how much 
more so must it be to one whose life from infan- 
cy had been so darkened? Society reflects its 
own pollution on feelings which nature made 
beautiful, and does eruel injustice to youthful 
hearts by the grossness of its interpretations. 
Pius it fared with poor Susan, Late one Sum- 
mer’s night, she and Robert were sitting by the 
open window of the breakfast room. All was 
still in the streets; the light of the moon shone 
mildly on them, and hushed their souls into 
quiet happiness. ‘lhe thoughtless head of six- 
teen rested on the impressible heart of seven- 
teen, and thus they fell asleep. 

Mrs. Andrews had oceasion for some cam- 
phor, in the course of the night, and it chanced 
to be in the closet of that room. When she en- 
tered in search of it, she started back as if she 
had heard the report of a pistol. No suapicion 
of the existing state of things had ever crossed 
her mind; and now that she discovered it, it 
never occurred to her that she herself was much 
to blame. Her own example, and incidental 
remarks not intended as education, but which 
in fact were so, had taught her son that the 
world was made for him to get as much plea- 
sure in it as possible, without reference to the 
good of others. She had cautioned him against 
the liability of being cheated in money mat- 
ters, and had instructed him how to make the 
cheapest bargains, in the purchase of clothing 
or amusement; but against the mostfinevitable 
and most insidious temptations of his life he 
lind received no warning.

As for Su- 
san, the little fish, floated along by the tide, 
were not more ignorant of hydrostatics, than 
she was of the hidden dangers and social rega- 
lutions, in the midst of which she lived. Rob- 
erts love had bloomed in her dreary monoto- 
nous life, like the Morning-Glory in the dark 
dismal court; and she welcomed it, and gazed 
into it, and rejoiced in it, much after the same 
fashion. 

All these thoughts were, however, foreign to 
the mind of Mrs. Andrews. She judged the 
young couple as if they had her experience of 
forty years, and were encased in her own hard 
crust of wordly wisdom. ‘The dilemma would 
have been a trying one, even for a sensible and 
jadicious mother; and the management of it re- 
quired eandor and delicacy altogether beyond 
her shallow understanding and artificial views. 
She wakened them from their dream with a 
storm of indignation. Her exaggerated state- 
ments were in no degree adapted to the real 
measure of wrong-doing, and therefore, instead 
of producing hostility aud sorrow, they roused 
resentinent against what was felt to be unjust 
accusation. ‘lhe poor hecdless neglected child 
of poverty was treated as if she were already 
hardened in depravity. No names were too 
base to be bestowed upon her. As the angry 
mistress drove her to her garret, the concluding 
words were, “You ungrateful, good-for-nothing 
hussey, that J took out of the alms house from 
charity! You vile creature, you, thus to re- 
ward all my kindness by trying to seduce and
